him rides cichly mounted ten Tſquiers bearing

den luſtie Launces, and thus martchinginastrium- 


phant a ſtate as euer did Czlarin the Romaine kreets, 
he comes to the Court, where were readie pꝛe pared 
all neteſſarie tircumſtantes fo2 ſuch Knightly ſetui⸗ 
tes: where beſoʒe the Court vppen 2 plaine grene 
pꝛouided fo: that purpoſe, the attendants appointed 
to bet ereced a-riche Pauillion of wealthie w2ought 
Crimſonfilke,the ropes of the ſame colour w2onght 
with Marr thzeds,and what els.belenged to the ſup- 
ting thereof- was wozkemanlike w2ought of 
ſame mettall : there till the time that euery thing 
was ready fo the Tilt, he repoſes himſcife , where

Shoꝛtly after appꝛoaches the place another puiſant 
Knight clad all in blacke, and he onely attended by a 
little Page that bozehis Lance, ereced a ſable Tent. 
of whom when he required to knowe, it was anſwe- 
red that he was called Triamore , ſonne to the Duke 
of Brittaine, who foz that he had long affectcd this 
beauteous Pzince (fo2 whoſe ſake all this was pꝛoui⸗ 
ded) and ſhe with like affection anſwered his loue, 
ſeemed diſcontented inhimſelfe , that ſhee ſhould be 
offered to any but himlelkfe, 

Next him came man other of whome were fas 
long ſeuerally to dilate . But in the ende when all 
were ready, c euer thing fo2 theſe ſtately triumphs 
oꝛderlx pꝛouided, the P2izes b2ought fozth , the 
Judges ſet, and cuery other appurtenance o2derlp 
appointed, the firſt that entred the Liſts was Ferdi- 
nand heire to the Emperour of Almame, mounted on 
à white Courſer, that boing artificially arrayed with 
cunning conceited wings, Peggaſean-like deceaued 
the æarneſt cies of tuerp beholder , withathcwe of 
fained flight. 

Againſt him p2exares a Pagan, mightie of body, 
and cruell of countenance, who furiouſly meeting, 
like the fatall oppoſition of two Elements, fhiners 
their ſtrong ſtaues, whoſe ſplinters ſpinning in the 
emptie Aire, with their buzſing ſound, tels the bꝛaue 
encounters of et fariou fight from whome they 
flew, which courſe the Pagan bozne from his Voꝛzſe, 
and ſo2e bꝛuſed with the big bound of his vnweildie 
body, was connaped from the place of their Chiual⸗ 
ric, almoſt paſt hope of recenery.

the end he might rigoꝛoflp rot out the ſpꝛinging hope 
ol this young P2ince,ciapping as heauie a Launce in 

his ſtrong reſt, as euer Awe foꝛe the walles of Tro:, 
ſhiuered fo2 the retouerie ot their vnhappie loſſe:cuen 
like the furious ſtroke of two ſtrong ſtreames, that 

with their tirrible thunder affrights the vnacuſtomed 
- eaces of their neare neighbeurs: mertes in the mideſt 

of the Liſts the liuely Loꝛdes, where with equall en⸗ 
counters they were both dung downe to the grounde, 
where Ferdinand his hozſe vnhappily falling vppon 
his Maſters leg, ſo bzuſed it, as hee was not able a- 
gaine to recouer his ſaddle, but was conueyed thence: 
which when the young @oldan perceaued , ſtoutlye 
triumphing in his valiant vicozy gins ſaucely to pꝛo⸗

When Lancelot perteaued it, he p2ouidev himſelſe 
fo the like purpoſe , and couragtouſly encounters 
this harme hammering Yeathew, where betwirt 
them againe beganne a farre moze fiercer fray on 
fate, then was the cruell encounters befoze with 
their Yozſe, which continuing very long on both ſides 
confirmed with the fierce falles of their vnwildie 
weapons, makes at length. Hir Lancelot du-Lakes 
armes ( weakned with the iſſue of much blond, that the 
Pagan had ſpilt with his blowes) almoſt to fatle of.

Frem the 
nmntiidole done ward he had the ſhape of a man, big

V this time was Chinon come to 
the place where we ſirſt loft Ther- 
A | \-nder mad after he had taken vp 

the icll of Mater: who ſeeing 
bim fare ſo with himſelfc,rending 
vp tries bythe rotes, tearing vp 
: — mightie ſtenes from 4 — 
ere Gd, a dtumbl do 
wy cher » Wy * "ts 
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tops of high hills, into the boffomes of depe vallyes; 
who (notwithſtanding his miſfoztune) kept ſtill the 
Wal about him untouched : to whom Chinon came 
won to ſ what man ſhould walke that waye, 
begins to queſtion with him about the manner of his 
comming thether ? To whom the mad man far vn - 
like himſelke, ( fo2 thatbefozc he was court eous, but 
now contrarie to his kinde hee had changed his ceun⸗ 
tenance to haic- bꝛaind crueltie and in ſtead of cdur⸗ 
teous behauiour, anſweres him in rapling oppꝛobꝛi⸗ 
ous tearmes, and at the length begins with foꝛce to 
aſſaile him as an enemie; which Chinon perteiuing, 
cloſing with the mad man as hee came to incounter 
with him foꝛceablie caſts him downe, & taking from 
him the Niall of water, which all this white hee had 
kept cloſely in his handes, beginnes to loke what it 
ſhould be the poꝛe ſoule had in ſuch requeſt, when ſud⸗ 
denly by the like miſchance that the other was chan⸗ 
ged, himſelfe was with Lunacie pꝛeſentlp poſſeſled:

Which Peroſus biring afraid ſxing himſelfe aſs 
ſailed, gins make all the meanes hee could fo2 hys el⸗ 
cape: but the other loath to reguite him euill fo2 hys 
ill dealing, i in ſteꝛde of ſuch rauinous behauiour, as 
comnonly is found in ſuch line beaſts,gently fawnes 
vpon him, ſhewinghimfelfe rather willing ta helpe 
him, than readie to hurt him.
